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BIGELOW’S BODY FOUND, 
BADLY EATEN BY SHARKS

Tampa, Fia., December 23.—(Special.)— 
The body of W. H. Bigelow was found 
today at Tarpon Springs, in the gulf, by 
a searching party. The body of a col- 
ored man who was last seen with him 
was found yesterday. The men have 


was made and the indications are that 
they were out in a small boat, which 
they overloaded and it sank, drowning 
both. Mr. Bigelow was q winter resident 
of Tarpon Springa, originally from ver- 
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mont. The family ia quite wealthy and 
have an elegant home here. He was a 
young man about twenty-eight years of 
age and leaves a family. 

Both bodies were horribly disfigured by 
sharks and were only recognise! by the 
clothing and other means of identifica- 
tion. Bigelow’s death probably occurred 
Wednesday, as that was the last time he

AUDITOR MORRIS’S SLAYER. 
NOW AT POINT OF DEATH 


Washington, December 23.—Samuel Me- 
Donald, the treasury clerk who shot and 
killed Frank H. Morris, auditor for the 
war depatment, at the Winder butiding 
yesterday, and then wounded himself, 
was in a precarious condition at the 
Emergency hospital tonight, and his 
deRh is momentarily expected. McDon- 
ald has been entirety consious since his 
removal to the hospital, His condition 
this morning seemed favorable, but to- 
night it took a turn for the worse and 
he began to sink. He has constant’ y re- 
iteratel the hope that he would die, de- 
claring he did not care to live. All day 
long there was a continuous stream of 
visitors to see the wounded man, but the 
latter was particularly anxious that none 
of his friends should talk to the newspa- 
pers about what he told them, and he 
even took the precaution to tear up their 
visiting cards, so that their identity might 
not be learned. McDonald has a large 
number of friends in this city and the 
Opinion was expressed quite generally 
that his mind was in an unsettled con- 
dition at the time of the shooting. 

An autopsy was performed on the body 


of Mr. Morris today, and developed the 
fact that three of the five batlets fired 
had struck him. The body will be taken 
from here tomorrow evening to Cleveland, 
O., where the Interment will be made in 
Lake View cemetery. The family of the 
dead man were the recipients of many 
telegrams and letters of condolence to- 
day, and among the touching incidents 
was a visit of twelve children from Mr. 
Morris's Sunday school class from Falth 
chapel. 

Dan A. Grosvenor, deputy auditor for 


the war department and next in line of 


rank to the late Mr. Morris, was dis- 
charged on Saturday. Mr. Grosvenor re- 
ceived his discharge papers half an hour 
after the killing of Mr. Morris. They 
were conveyed to him from the office of 
Secretary Gage, the discharge taking ef- 
fect at once. Captain Cabaugh, of the 
treasury watch, took charge of affairs 
at the Winder building shortly after the 
shcoting on Saturday, with instructions 
to report to W. W. wn, auditor for 
the na 3 rtment, and the predeces- 
sor of orria, who has been rein- 
stated in ‘his old position as auditor for 
the war department.

Senator Clark's resignation eliminated 
that old question.

That 
this has not yet been accorded to him is 
fue to the bitter pattizanship of Chand-

Washington, December 23.—The war de- 
partment has made public a series of re- 
ports made to General MacArthur by the 
subordinate officers constituting the heads 
of the various bureaus and departments 
which have administered the civil affairs 
of the Philippine islands during the last 
year. These are closely summarized in 
the report of Lieutenant Colonel Crowd- 
er, Thirty-ninth infantry, secretary to 
the military governor. Under the head 
of the treasury department it is said 
that the problem of securing a stable 
currency has never approached a definite 
solution in the Philippines, though it had 
not pressed for immediate settlement un- 
til very recently, when United States and 
Mexican dollars were for a few days even- 
ly exchanged. This was terminated by a 
provisional order whereby the govern- 
ment arranged to reimburse the bagks 
for any losses they might sustain 
through paying out Mexican silver for 
United States currency from disbursing 
officers and trade. Doubt is expressed, 
however, as to the desirability of con- 
tinuing this arrangement. The customs 
service is discussed at some length in 
the report and it is stated that there 
does not seem to be any present neces- 
sity for an increase in the number of 
ports of entry. Attention is directed to 
the marked in the customs re- 
ceipts under American management. 

This is explained in part by the fact 
that formerly a large part of the im- 
ports came from Spain and paid no du- 
ties. Algo the American system of col- 
lection is said to tend to honest collec- 
tions. The new tariff adopted for the 
island is set out in detail. In almost 
every case specific duties are fixed, fol- 
lowing the established system in the 
islands, which it was believed to be dan- 
gerous to change to the ad valorem sys- 
tem 


The extension of the United States em- 
igration laws to the island without sub- 
stantial change to meet the local condi- 
tions is said to have proven of doubtful 
expediency and especially so with regard 
to the contract labor law. It is essential, 
says the report, for the mercantile in- 
terests to secure employees from abroad 
under contract, else business will suffer.

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SENATE LIBRARY AND MEN 


WHO HAVE CHARGE OF IT 
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By JOS: OHI. 
Washington, December B. —(Speclal.)— 
One institution at the nattonal capital 
which is of particular interest to those 
who know of ita exiatence and are able 
to avail themselves of ita opportunities 
is the senate library, Recent improve- 
ments which have been made in the 
library warrant a somewhat extended 
reference to it, particularly since the 
men who have charge of it are south- 
erners, 

The senate library is one of the most 
complete institutions of its kind in the 
world, but it is little known to the out- 
side world, as it is for the exclusive use 
of the senate. It is located on the upper 
floor of the senate end of the capitol, 
back of the document rooms and on 
the west side. On its shelves is massed 
the record and history of the organiza- 
tion and of the legislation of this govern- 
ment. In tomes and volumes here are 
enfolded the thought, the wisdom and the 
eloquence of the patriots and statesmen 
who have made this country great, and 
all within call of the student statesman 
of today.

JUDGE ALONZO W. CHURCH, 
: The Former Georgian Who is at 
+ 
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the Head of the Senate Library. 


While this vast store of information has 
heretofore been ‘‘comeatable” through 
Judge Church, the librarian, and his as- 
sistants, Mr. J. M. Baker and Mr. Cliff 
Warden, the crowded condition of things 
has to some extent prevented the sena- 
tors from conducting their researches in 
the library, rendering it necessary for 
them to have such books of reference as 
they might wish to consult sent to their 
committee rooms. 

Recognizing the inconvenience of such 
conditions, the present secretary of the 
senate, Hon. Charles G. Bennett, de- 
termined that the library should have a 
reading room fitted up for the comfort 
and convenience of the senatorial student, 
and the work was placed in charge of 
Assistant Librarian Baker, whose long 
and conscientious service in the library 
has given him a keen insight into the 
needs of a senator, and well has he had 
the plans mapped out by the secretary 
executed. 


The reading room, in the long time ago, 
was the committee room of that great 
democratic statesman, Senator Stephen 
A. Douglas, of Illinols, and if it be that 
his spirit atill hovers about the scenes 
of hia labora in life mayhap it will in- 
ject some of his wisdom and conserva- 
tism into the latter-day ‘senatorial stu- 
dent. The floors are tiled, the ceilings 
freacoed and the walls lined with the 
latest improved steel shelving. The fur- 


‘niture is oak and leather, and last, but 


not least, is a great open fireplace, in 
which burne and crackles and sparkles 
a genuine old time hickory wood fire. 
On the shelves of the reading room, the 
library is represented by those books of 


reference most frequently called for, 
while all others are easily accessible, so 
here is furnished a study to which the

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senator can retire free from the poaal- 
bility of disturbance and with the ac. 
cumulated wisdom of the past century 
at his command, Secretary Bennett has 
inaugurated no improvement during his 
administration that will appeal more 
strongly to the comfort and conventence 
of the senators or prove more helpful 
in their studies of the intricate questions 
presented by national legislation than 
that made in the library. 


Judge Alonzo W. Church, the present 
librarian, was born at Athens, Ga., Feb- 
ruary 16th, 1829, and is therefore seventy- 
one years of age, but still in the vigor 
of intellectual strength. He is the eldest 
son of Rev. Dr. Alonzo Church, who was 
forty years’ president of the University 
of Georgia, in which university and un- 
der the tutelage of his distinguished 
father he was educated. Judge Church 
studied law, began the practice of his 
profession in 1850, and in 1858 removed 
from Cassville, Ga., to Davenport, Iowa, 
where he continued to practice until 18%, 
when he went to Chicago as general 
counsel for the Chicago and Alton Rall- 
road Company. He held that position 
for fourteen years, and was obliged to 
resign because of a stroke of paralysis, 
which for a time completely disabled him. 
In 1875 he removed from Chicago to 
Washington, and in 1881 Senator Barnum, 
of Connecticut, secured his appointment 
as assistant librarian of the senate, which 
position he held until 1887, when he was 
appointed’ librarian. He has held this 
positi¢h now for thirteen years, and has 
given complete satisfaction to the senate, 


Mr. James M. Baker, the assistant l- 
brarian, was born at Lowndesville, 8. C., 
and was educated at Wofford college. He 
studied law in New York. In 183 he 
was appointed official stenographer of the 
fifth judicial circuit of South Carolina, 
but declined the position. In 18% he 
came to Washington and received the 
appointment of assistant librarian, and 
will probably devote his life to the work 


in which he is now engaged. 


Mr. Clifford Warden, the second assist- 
ant lbrarian, is the son of one of the 
ablest journalists ever known in the na- 
tional capital, and has himself been a 
correspondent of excellent capabilities. 
For a number of years he had charge 
of the press gallery of the senate, and 
was popular with all the correspondents, 
Three years ago the position of second 
assistant librarian was offered him, and 
he accepted it upon the advice of some 
of his best friends. 

These gentlemen constitute the staff of 
the senate library, and that great work 
is in good hands. Judge Church is a man 
of superior ability, great learning ang 
excellent executive ability. The younger 
men are energetic, proud of their work, 
devoted to it, and exert every en- 
deavor to increase the efficacy and value 


of the library.

Called for the Purpose of Arrarging 
for Constitutional Convention. 
Can General Legislation 
Be Oarried On

Richmond, Va., December 23.—(Specta!l.) 
When the general assembly meets in 
extraordinary session on the 23d of Jan- 
uary to arrange for the constitutional 
convention to be held a few montha later 
there will be a big fight over the ques- 
tion of going into general legislation. 
Thia will, to all appearances, be the tow- 
ering issue in the caucus, The question 
is one on which the members of the 
general assembly are very much divided 
Perhaps the most influential leaders are 
in favor of confining the work of the 
session to that for which the governor 
convenes the body and many others con- 
cur in this general idea, but say they 
are* unwilling to tle their hands in ad- 
vance. Senator Barksdale, who is one 
of the shrewdest men in either branch, 
says he is in favor of adjourning as soon 
as the necessary action witb reference 
to the constitutional convention has been 
taken, but he will not agree in advance 
not to take up any other matter of gen- 
eral interest. Senator Glass, of Lynch- 
burg, who, as a new member at the last 
session, developed wonderful strength 
and influence as a leader in the upper 
branch, is working against any general 
legislation being undertaken. Mr. Glass 
is a man of great force and ability and u 
tireless worker. Senator Opie, of Augus- 
ta. is in line with him and hes recegtly 
written a letter to one of the Richmond 
papers in which he urges that the work 
of the extra session be confined to fixing 
the time, place and number of delegates 
for the convention and filling such va- 
cancies as have occurred since the last 
session. He, like others holding to this 
view, opposes reopening questions fought 
out and settled last winter, points out 
the danger of opening the door of the 
treasury to applicants for appropriations 
and makes the good point that following 
the constitutional convention a new code 
will have to be adopted. There will be 
only two or three new men in the legis- 
lature. Congressmen-elect Maynard and 
Flood will serve through the extra ses- 
sion, and so will Senator Morris, judge- 
elect of Charlottesville.

Several Desirable Positions Within 
the Gift of Commissioners, 


ELECTION OCCURS ON JANUARY 2ND 


One or More Candidates Have Al- 
ready Made Application for 
Nearly Every Place. 


Without question the next regular meet- 
ing of the board of county commission- 
ers will be the most important session 
of that body held during the past twelve 
months. 

The meeting will take place on January 
24, all the regular sessions of the coun- 
ty board being held on the first Wednes- 
day in each month. During the first meet- 
ing of the year many of the more im- 
portant officers under the direction of 
the board are to be elected, and this 
year not @ little interest centers about 
the election on account of the number of 
applicants seeking remunerative positions 
within the gift of the commission, 

The selection of a chairman for the 
board will be a task of considerable mo- 
ment, not only to the board itself, but 
also to that large number of citizens of 
the county who are interested in the in- 
ternal movements of the body. All of 
the commissioners, with the single ex- 
ception of Captain Clifford IL. Anderson, 
have held the chairmanship of the board, 
and it is altogether probable that he will 
be the one selected at the January meet- 
ing to serve the board ag its head. 

The chairmanship of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners is one of considerable 
honor and responsibility. Not only that, 
but to the chairman falls the duty of 
appointing the various committees under 
whose direction the details of the county 
work are carried out. As chairman of 
the committee on public works, Captain 
Anderson during the past year has had 
ample opportunity to thoroughly famil- 
larise himself with the road work in the 
county, and is, in consequence, well post- 
ed upon the needs of that department of 
the county's work. .

“MAY CLASH AGAIN 


Mayor Woodward May Order Ill City 
Prisoners Released. 


RECORDER is OPPOSED TO IT 


They Had a Clash Last Christmas 
Which Was Lively. 


STAND TAKEN BY RECORDER BROYLES 


He Says Bad Characters Should Not 
Be Turnei Out To Menace the 
: Community. 


Superintendent Camp, of the city stock - 
ade, says he has deen unofiicially in- 
formed that Mayor Woodward will issue 
an order for the release of all the pris- 
oners confined in the stockade Christ- 
mas. : 

Recorder Broyles says he will endeavor, 
as he did last year, to keep a certain lot 
of the city. prisones held at the stock- 
ade as a protection to the people of the 
city. 

Last year the recorder had the police 
to keep a list of the notoriously bad 
characters sent to the stockade, men and 
women who were known to be sneak 
thieves and persons of such a character 
as to menace the peace of the commu- 
nity during the holidays, and these the 
recorder desired kept locked up despite 
the mayor's sweeping order. 

Mayor Woodward disagreed with the 
recorder and the consequence was that a 
lively dispute arose between the two of- 
ficials. The outcome was that the mayor 
had his way to a certain extent, al- 
though a few of the more vicious negroes 
were held because they were marked re- 
turn,“ which is a measure adopted when 
prisoners are wanted for state cases af- 
ter they serve their city sentences. 

It looks as if the dispute is to begin 


again. 
Superintendent Camp sald to a reporter 


of The Constitution t night that he 
had been notified the mayor would issue 
an order * the release of all the pris- 
oners in the stoce e, : 

“No official order has been received,” 
stated the superintendent, “but I have 
been told that such an order would be 
issued today.”’ 

Recorder Broyles stated to the reporter 
Saturday afternoon that he would do 
what he could to protect the community 
against a lot of people who did not de- 
serve any such thing as a Christmas de- 
liverance. 

‘The police have to deal with some peo- 
ple, said the recorder, who do nothing 
except loaf and steal, and to have these 
loose on Christmas is a menace to the 
peace and good order of the community. 
Buch persons ought not to be liberated. 

There are about 135 prisoners in the 
stockade. Of these thirty or forty are 
included in the list which the police and 
the recorder think should not be turned 


out. 8 

Mayor Woodward,s order will probably 
be issued today d the lively tilt de- 
tween him and the recorder which cre- 
ated such a stir last Christmas may be 


witnessed again this year.

But the night of that wonderful birth 
was not to pas without bearing upon its 
borom a bright and signal witness of the 
greatness of the event. Apart from the 
bustle and stir of the city, in the grasy 
felis which slope down from the rocky 
ridgé on which Bethlehem stood, were 
shepherds keeping watch over their flocks, 
They wore humble, faithful, industrious 


men who were waiting and watching for 


the Consolation of Israel. They were 
men who had more spiritual notions of 
their Messiah than the well-taught scribes 
of the city. Above them was the un- 
clouded brightness of the Syrian sky 
with its innumerable stare. Over hill 
and valley a sweet silence reigns, brok- 
en only now and then by the bleating of 
the sheep. It is a moment of pause, a 
hush of nature. Nursed in devout and 
lonely thought they are unconscious of 
the myriads of shining ones hovering 
over them. They were faithfully shep- 
herding their flocks, when lo, the Angel 
of the Lord stood by them and the glory 
of the Lord shone round about them, and 
first into their hearts is poured the gos- 
pel of all the ages: Be not afraid: for 
behold, I bring you good tidings of great 
joy which, shall be to all the people: for 
there is born to you this day in the city 
of Davin a Savior which is Chriet the 
Lord.“ Still gazing on the radiant form 
before them, the wondering shepherds be- 
hold the heavens suddenly cleft with the 
wings and filled with the songs of Jesus's 
angel train. Human eyes never beheld 
such a company. Mortal ears never 
heard such a burst of glorious praise as 
this cradle hymn that heaven now 
chants over the new-born Savior—‘'Glory 
to God in the Highest, Peace on Earth 
and Good Will toward Men.” God is 
praised in heaven, peace {s proclaimed on 
earth, and good will is shown to men in 
the coming of the Measiah who is the 
Prince of Peace, to reconcile earth and 
heaven, God and man. There is some- 
thing unspeakable great and glorious in 


this angelic celebration of the Redeemet’s / 
birth in the quiet watches of the night.” 


The first tidings of great joy are brought 
not to the proud Pharisee with his cold 
formalism, not to the Sadducee, in his 
skepticiem and arrogance, not to the 
Eesenes, ascetic and separatists, not to 
the Herodian, worldly and crafty, not to 
the mighty and the noble, but to shep- 
herds, lowly and simple men, types of the 
Incarnate Son of God. 

But though on shepherds’ ears the 
thrilling song first fell it has been caught 
up and passed from age to age and gener- 
ation to generation, vibrating through the 
centuries and bringing reponsive melodies 
— eountleas multitudes in all lands, 


“Like circles widening round, 
Upon a clear blue river, 
Ord after ord the wondrous sound 
Is echoed on forever; 
Glory to God on high, on earth be peace, 
And love toward men of love, salvation 
and release.“ 


The crash of demolished empires in all 
the terror of their downfall has not been 
able to. drown: the sweet tones of the 
angels’ song. It is no less distinct this 
morning than when the shepherds: heard 
it in‘the midnight watch. The Christmas 
echoes of the blase of song that spread 


‘carols of earth today are but the distant 


echoes over the expanse of Bethlehem’'s 
sky. On myriads of tongues are his words, 
and multitudes of voices aressounding its 
notes. It is the pulse of time, and will 
continue to throb until at last it shall 
mingle with the echoes of the trumpet 
call that will announce the coming of 
Christ the second time. Let all men 
have a joy in it. Let the earth borrow 
the words of the angelic cholr and sing 
the praises of the God most high, for 
the plan whereby men and angels are 
to be reunited in harmony, peace and 
order in their subjection to the Messiah, 
the annointed One, the Sovereign Prince, 
the Lord of Lords and King of Kings. 
“Glory to God in the Highest”’ the song 
begins, Well might the multitude of 
the heavenly hosts chant the praises of 
the King of Heaven. For when Jesus 
first came in the lowliness of perfect hu- 
miliation that the world into which he 
entered as a helpless babe might be re- 
deemed and restored, the exceeding great- 
ness of the Divine Grace received its 
moat wonderful illustration. Possibly. 
may we not say probably, even the rec- 
ords of the kingdom of God contain no 
event illustrative of a more magnani- 
mous pity, a more sacrificial love. Crea- 
tion had indeed glorified God. The psalm- 
ist sang the heavens declare the glory 
of God and the firmament showeth his 
handiwork.” All nature sings the praise 
of its Maker. From the clinging moss 
to the forest monarch, from the biack 
coal to the flashing diamond, from the 
tiny dew drop to the mighty ocean, from 
the grain of sand to the wheeling world, 
from the spark that glistens and expires 
in a moment to the sun which has shone 
with unabated splendor for untold cen- 
turies, all with one voice proclaim, The 
hand that made us is dtvine.“ But not 
in tiny dewdrop nor in mighty ocean, 


not yet in flaming sun or wheeling world 


do we look for the fullest and highest 
manifestation of God's glory. No, turn- 


worlds suffering the vengeance of eternal 
could have declared with such force 
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well worth all languages in earth and 
heaven—the name of Jesus! 

“Peace on earth” the song goes on. It 
has been noted that just at this time 
the Roman empire was at peace with 
all the world. The gates of the temple 
of Janus were closed as was ever the 
case in these brief, rare moments of 
profound peace. There was no need for 
the presence of the god to guide and ald 
their. conquering armies. It has deen 
thought by some that the angel choir 
in these words hymned this earthly 
peace. Milton, in his Ode to the Nativ- 
ity sings— 

“No war or battie’s sound, 

Was heard the earth around, 

The idle spear and shield were high up- 
hung, 

The hooked chariot. stood, 

Unstained with, hostile blood, 

The trumpet spake not to the armed 
throng, 

And kings sat still with awful eye, 

As they surely knew their Sovereign Lord 
was by.” 

But the angel's song, “Peace on earth.“ 
rreant something more real and enduring 
than this temporary lull. It was only a 
few years when the gates of the temple 
of Janus were thrown open again. The 
Babe of Bethlehem had grown to man- 
hood, finished the work that had been 
giver him to do, and ascended to the 
Father. His aposties had hardly berun 
to proclaim His glorious gospel when 
the legions of Rome surrounded Jervsa- 
lem and within sight of the apot where 
the shepherds beheld the multitude of the 
Heavenly host, the awful conflagration 
that accompanied the sack of the Holy 


City could be plainly seen, and the shrieks 


and cries of the countless victims of 
the closing scenes of one of the most 
terrible wears which disfigure the red 
pages of history could almost have been 
heard. 
And from that day to this that unfor- 
tunate land has known no peace, Jeru- 
salem has deen taken by siege sixteen 
timeg since this angelic song was heard. 
Conquerer after conguerer has _ cried, 
“Rase it, rase it! even to the foundations 
thereof.” It was the carcass around 
which the Roman eagles repeafedly gath- 
ered, It was the battlefield of Saracen 
and Crusader. The Christian wrested it 
from the Moslem. and the Moslem in 
time wrested it from the Christian. 60 
then had the angels sung of nothing more 
real and enduring than the peace of Jeru- 
salem, we should have charged their 
sopg with a strange and crue) irony. 
Couched in these three words is one of 
the sublimest promises of the Bible. 
Now is the way opened up for the peace 
of God's reconciliation to men, apd the 
peace of man's reconciliation to God. 
Now is begun the reign of him who is 
the prince of peace. whose peace shall 
cover the earth as the waters eover the 
deep, obMterating the slimy trail of the 
serpent and banishing forever the fiend 
of war. Nearly nineteen centuries have 
parsed away since this sone was sung, 
and the earth htve been literally bathed 
in blood. But it will not do to say that 
the reign of peace has made no pro- 
gress, That gust of popular passion 
which sweeps nations into war is today 
weak and powerless. The evil spirit 
has deen exorcised by the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. The principal of arbitra- 
tion born in the latter part of this con- 
tury, would have been laughed at by the 
old Romane who did not even regard a 
declaration of war as a public duty. The 
peace conference at The Hague would 
have been impossible in the days of our 
forefathers. At the Lord Mayor’s ban- 
quet in London, not long ago, a speaker 
noting the friendly relations existing be- 
tween Great Britian and America, said: 
“We are friends and brothers: we have 
given many signal evidences that the 
diesensions between great nations—and 
there are no greater nations than the 
great American republic and our own— 
be settled without resort to war.“ 
At what other period of the world's 
history could such a picture have deen 
presented to us of the armies of 
great nations of the earth Standing side 
by aide to defend and protect defenseless

During the morning service at Trinity 
church yesterday Bishop Warren A. Can- 
dier took occasion to denounce the pre- 
vailing custom of firing crackers and 
making hideous and unseemly noises on 
Christmas Day. 

He said that the Christmastide should 
be a session of self-sacrifice and that the 
anniversary of the birth of the Prince of 
Peace ought not to be celebrated with ob- 
noxious revelry. 

“You may as well dance at the funeral 
said he. 
which Bishop ‘Candler 
preached was one peculiarly N N 
of the day. His text was: it came 
to pass, as the angels were gone away 
from them into heaven, the shepherds 
said one to another, Let us now go even 
unto Bethlehem and see thls thing which 
is comm to pass, which the Lord hath 
— known unto us.“ Luke fi, 15. 

A large congregation attend and the 
service, especially the musical features, 
was of an interesting nature. 
Bishop Candler delivered his sermon in 
his usual eloquent way and held the un- 
divided attention of his hearers through- 
out the entire discourse. 

He began by telling of the great influ- 
ence that the birth of Christ had exer- 
cised over the world and stated that 
there was not a ledger in the counting 
house or paper published throughout the 
country but paid a silent tribute to that 
momentous occasion. 

He said that time was calculated from 
the birth of the Savior and that the 
writers of books attacking feligion were 
forced to acknowledge on the title ges 
of their volumes the existence of the 
Christ child. No other man, he declared 
has been able to have time measured 
from hia birth or some one thing that he 
had done. “Man don't run dates by 
something that has never been done.“ 
sald he. es 

The speaker went on to ay that mod- 
ern writers when they wish to impresa 
their readers of the truth of thelr claims 
were wont to weave the story about with 
all manner of glowing adjectives. It was 
not necessary, he said, for those who 
contributed to the pages of the Bible to 
resort to such methods. Those men,’ 
he remarked, told their story simply. 
The facts did not need the assistance of 
high-flown adjectives.”’ 

Detar to the sermon Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, chairman of the board of 
stewards of Trinity church, made a few 
brief remarks concerning the financial 
condition of the church. He stated it 
was the earnest wish of the board of 
stewards that all members of the con- 
gregation who had been assessed for the 
coming church year make their offerings 
promptly, that the work might be carried 
on without delay.
